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Mayor underfire over EU referendum post 


THE Mayor of Bridport, Councillor Ros Kayes, is 
speaking to police about her personal safety fol¬ 
lowing recent events relating to a post she made on 
social media. 

A petition has been set-up calling for Cllr Kayes to stand 
down as mayor after comments made in the wake of the EU 
referendum. 

Cllr Kayes has apologised for any offence caused by a post 
on social media which read: ‘70% of young people voted to 
stay in the EU. F*** you the bigoted older generation for 
screwing with #TheirFuture’. 

Cllr Kayes claims the post had been made in a private ca¬ 
pacity and was intended for just friends and family. But she 
said it was circulated to the public after her account was 
hacked. 

Cllr Kayes has been in contact with the police and Face- 
book over the breach of security by someone who she says 
is trying to attack her reputation. 

She said: “Like the Mayor of Lyme Regis, I have managed 
to offend some people by something I have said, and like 
my colleague in Lyme I am very sorry to have caused of¬ 
fence. 

“I would like to stress that this was a post on a private 
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Facebook account in which I communicate with my friends 
and family and most definitely not a public statement. 

“The account was hacked and my personal privacy 
breached. The content was then shared as though it were a 
public statement made by me as mayor. It was not. The mat¬ 
ter is now with the police. 

“Like everyone else, I sometimes say things I later regret 
in the heat of the moment. 

“I understand that people were offended by the way I ex¬ 
pressed myself and I would like to apologise.” 

There have been calls on social media for Cllr Kayes to 
resign as mayor over her post with some calling it “disgust¬ 
ing behaviour”. 

Some have questioned the truth in her claims that her page 
was hacked. 

One said: “No one hacked her Facebook page - there was 
no need to. Anyone could view the comment and share or 
‘like’ it, etc. 

“To say that it was a private comment made in a private 
forum is completely disingenious [sic]. It’s this that I per¬ 
sonally find more offensive than the Facebook post itself.” 

One commented that “a person in her position should not 
be posting comments like that to anyone over the internet” 
and another said “she has been dishonest as well as very 
foolish.” 

Jim Hoskins, Bridport resident, said: “As first citizen of 
this town to use language like that is totally wrong and not 
far from hate crime. I think she should resign.”

But others have come out in support of her. Dr Andrew 
Mayers, a senior lecturer at Bournemouth University, said: 
“I would like to add my word of support to Ros Kayes and 
strongly hope that she remains Mayor of Bridport. 

“I have worked with Ros on mental health projects across 
Dorset. I am sure that the people of Dorset already know 
about the fantastic projects that Ros has done for the disad- 
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vantaged in our society. 

“It would be a terrible shame that her great work is 
undermined by political motivations that have nothing to do 
with individual comments that might have been said in pri¬ 
vate. 

“West Dorset needs passionate campaigners like Ros who 
truly represent the needs of its residents.” 

Bridport resident Rebecca Hilton said that Cllr Kayes is 
entitled to make private comments. 

She said: “This is absurd, while the person who holds the 
office of mayor has to remain neutral whilst working in that 
capacity, everyone who votes in the mayor are aware of that 
person’s political allegiance, which they should have every 
right to maintain in their private life. 

“All the people who are voted in as mayor are firstly in 
the position of being able to be mayor because they have 
been politically active in their local area councils and there¬ 
fore we have to accept their political stance, whether it tallies 
with our own or not. 

“To hack a person’s account for the sole purpose of expos¬ 
ing things they have said in confidence is disgusting and 
shameful. 

“I have known Ros for many years and have been helped 
by her in the past and know many others who have also been 
helped by her. She is a tire¬ 
less campaigner and if we 
malign her we will lose her. 

“With all the cuts that are 
still to come and a period of 
political instability ahead, 
we need people like Ros to 
fight Bridport’s corner. 

“Come on people, leave 
her alone and recognise the 
excellent service she has 
given to the town. I can’t 
think of anyone better to be 
mayor.” 

Cllr Kayes praised the 
support she had received 
from the community. 

She added: “I would like 
to thank all the people in the 
town who have been so 
lovely to me as I go around

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MP Letwin to head Brexit unit as 
country prepares to leave the EU 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin will lead a govern¬ 
ment Brexit Unit, which will come up with options 
on how leaving the EU will work, after officials failed 
to make contingency plans in advance. 

He will have a "facilitative" role in the civil service 
unit, set up by David Cameron to prepare the way 
for Brexit and report findings in the autumn. 

The new unit was approved at a special cabinet 
meeting today (Monday, June 27th) as ministers met 
to discuss Britain voting to leave the European Union 
last week. 

The team will comprise officials from the Treasury, 
Foreign Office and Cabinet Office who will 
present their options and advice to the new prime

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minister and cabinet when they are appointed in 
September. 

PM David Cameron said: "Clearly this will be the 
most complex and most important task that the 
British civil service has undertaken in decades. 

"So the new unit will sit at the heart of government 
and be led by and staffed by the best and brightest 
from across our civil service. 

"It will report to the whole of the cabinet on deliv- 


Woman rescued from the rocks 


EMERGENCY services have helped free a woman in 
her 20s who became trapped amongst rocks under East 
Cliff in West Bay, after reports she fell from a height. 

The Coastguard, later accompanied by Dorset and 
Wiltshire Fire and Rescue Service and the South Western 
Ambulance Service, were called just before 10pm on 
Monday, June 20th by members of the public who found 
the casualty. She had reportedly been trapped for around 
40 minutes. 

A spokesperson for the West Bay Coastguard said: 
“Once on the scene the casualty was found to be wedged 
in rocks up to her thigh with her knee and ankle bent at 
an awkward angle. 

“The casualty reported to have fallen from height and 
could not remember how she found herself in her current 
position.” 

Whilst the team waited for the paramedics, they sta¬ 
bilised her with a neck brace and made her as comfort¬ 
able as possible. 

Once on scene, paramedics administered pain relief 


and all the services worked together to extract the 
woman from the rocks. 

A spokesperson for the South Western Ambulance 
Service said: “We were called at 9.34pm and we sent one 
ambulance and our hazardous area response team. 

“It was a female in her 20s who had sustained leg in¬ 
juries and she was taken to Dorset County Hospital for 
further treatment.” 

The spokesperson for the West Bay Coastguard added: 
“This was an excellent example of the various emer¬ 
gency services working together and we wish the casu¬ 
alty a speedy recovery. 

“We also want to thank the members of the public who 
initially called for help and who stayed with the casualty 
until the emergency services arrived. 

“We want you to enjoy yourself this summer but we 
also want you to remain safe. 

“Under no circumstances should you attempt to climb 
the cliffs. Stay well away from the cliff edge and do not 
walk directly under the cliffs or over rock falls.” 


Town council to take on the TIC 


TOWN councillors have 
agreed to take over Brid- 
port's tourist information 
centre (TIC). 

Members of the council's 
finance and general pur¬ 
poses committee recom¬ 
mended to take over the 
management of the serv¬ 
ice from West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council (WDDC), 
which was agreed by the 


full council at their meet¬ 
ing last week. 

The transfer is subject to 
approval from the district 
council's executive com¬ 
mittee, and is hoped to 
happen in October. 

Bridport TIC was under 
service review by WDDC, 
which could have seen it 
axed, but under the man¬ 
agement of the town 
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council, the service will 
continue. 

It was also agreed for the 
town council to receive a 
one-off transitional fund of 
£150,000 from the district 
council. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis re¬ 
ported that the TIC cur¬ 
rently makes an annual 
deficit of around £40,000 
and the payment from 
WDDC could cover those 
loses for three years, until 
which time the managing 
of the service would have 
improved and the deficit 
decreased. 

It is also proposed to 
make the manager post full 
time. 

As part of the agreement, 
the town council will also 
hold the licence to run the 
market, which would save 
them £14,000 in fees they 
currently pay to WDDC. 

In a report presented to 
the committee by Mr Gillis, 
it said:"The transfer will en¬ 
sure that the tourist infor¬ 
mation centre will continue 
to operate with no change 
to existing hours or 
staffing. 

"Overall, it is considered 
that the transfer will be 
beneficial for the town 
council and the town, en¬ 
suring that the TIC is safe¬ 
guarded for the future and 
build on the existing good 
working relationship be¬ 
tween the TIC and the 
town council. 

"It would also greatly in¬ 
crease the town council's 


marketing and promo¬ 
tional capability and assist 
with income generation." 


ering the outcome of the referendum, advising on 
transitional issues and exploring objectively options 
for our future relationship with Europe and the rest 
of the world from outside the EU. 

"And it will be responsible for ensuring that the new 
prime minister has the best possible advice from the 
moment of their arrival." 

The Leave campaign triumphed in the EU referen¬ 
dum last week, with more people turning out to vote 
than in last year's general election. 

Brexit won with just 51.9 per cent of all votes cast 
as more than 30million people went to the polls 

The results of the EU referendum in West Dorset 
closely mirrored the national picture with 51 per cent 
voting to leave - 33,267 of the votes - and 49 per 
cent - 31,924 votes - opting to remain. 

Overall in the South West, 3,172,730 people came 
out to vote giving Brexit 52.6 per cent of the vote and 
Remain 47.4 per cent. 

MP Oliver Letwin, who supported the Remain cam¬ 
paign, said:"The electorate has made a decision.The 
important thing now is for us all to come together 
and work together in order to provide the best future 
for our people." 

Prime minister David Cameron announced that he 
would step down in October following the result as 
he had pushed for the country to remain. 

He said 'fresh leadership was needed' but he would 
'steady the ship'while he remained as PM. 

Ian Girling, chief executive of Dorset Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry (DCCI), said: "The country 
has spoken and now we must look forward. 

"Whatever anyone's political colours and given the 
implications of this decision and immediate conse¬ 
quences, it is clear there will now be legitimate con¬ 
cerns about the local and national economy in 
post-EU Britain. We also now face political uncer¬ 
tainty with the resignation of the PM. 

"The priority must be the economy and market sta¬ 
bility. Businesses will want to see a measured ap¬ 
proach from the government with clear guidance 
about the timeline for exit from the European Union. 

"DCCI will continue to share essential information 
with members about how decisions will affect them 


over the coming weeks, months and years. 

"As a non-partisan organisation, DCCI will continue 
to lobby and represent Dorset businesses and its 
members' interests at the highest level."

Bus strikes set to continue next week 


WEST Dorset is set to suffer more disruption to 
its bus services after First Dorset bus drivers an¬ 
nounced they will strike for a third week over 
pay. 

In addition to drivers striking this week on 
Wednesday, June 29th, Friday July 1 st and Sun¬ 
day, July 3rd this week, they will also strike on 
Monday, July 4th, Wednesday, July 6th, Friday, 
July 8th and Sunday, July 10th. 

Unite, the union representing the bus drivers, 
has also notified First Dorset that its members 
will be'working to rule'from Monday, July 4th. 

Marc Reddy, managing director of First Dorset, 
said that the notification of further industrial ac¬ 
tion is set to damage the local economy, signifi¬ 
cantly impacting on the long term ability of First 
Dorset to grow its business. 

Fie said:"The union's reckless action to hold fur¬ 
ther strikes is designed to cause as much dam¬ 
age to our business as possible and it is done so 
without any consideration for our customers, or 
the future of the company as a whole. 

"Union officials also appear to have little regard 
for the damage they are causing to the local 
economy, much of which is seasonal and which 
relies on visitors being able to get out and about 
to shops and leisure attractions. 

"Ultimately, this extended action will have an 
impact on the affordability of any pay settlement 
that is finally negotiated.Therefore, this action is 
not only completely unnecessary, it is also coun¬ 
terproductive. 

"The only way to resolve this dispute is through 
negotiation, but disappointingly, the union has 
chosen not to engage in discussions with us and 
to date it has refused to go to ACAS [the govern¬ 
ment body that works to resolve employment 
disputes] for a formal attribution settlement. 

"Going to ACAS means that industrial action 
would have to be suspended for the talks, but 
the union will not go. 

"Instead, they seem more content to disrupt 
the ordinary, hardworking people of Weymouth 
and Bridport than to negotiate a fair and reason¬ 
able settlement for their members.This is hugely 
disappointing. 

"I would urge the union once again to get back 
to the negotiating table so that we can resolve 
this dispute as soon as possible and spare our 


customers any further inconvenience." 

Unite regional officer Bob Lanning said: "We 
have reached the'stuck record'stage. I get emails 
from the management saying we should talk, 
but there is never any hint of an improved offer 
to eradicate the pay disparities across the First 
Bus 'family' in the West Country. 

"We understand that local shops and busi¬ 
nesses are being hit by the strikes - our members 
don't take this action lightly, but they are fed up 
with being the'poor pay relations'and with the 
point blank refusal of management to rectify 
these pay anomalies, despite seven months of 
talks. 

"Unite does not want the Weymouth and Brid¬ 
port economies to suffer as the holiday season 
gets into full swing. Local shops should put pres¬ 
sure on the bus company to get around the table 
for constructive talks. We are ready for talks at 
anytime, any place." 

Services running during strike days include: 

• Service X51 (Dorchester to Bridport and 
Axminster) - Operating hourly between 07.00 
and 19.00; 

• Service X53 (Weymouth to Bridport and 
Axminster) - A limited service will operate be¬ 
tween Weymouth and Bridport only, on an 
hourly basis between 07.00 and 19.00. 

Services not running include: 

• Service 53 (Bridport to Beaminster) - Service 
will not operate. People wishing to travel in this 
area are advised to contactTraveline South 
West for details of other operators' services; 

• Service X52 (Bridport/Lyme Regis to Exeter) - 
Customers wanting to travel to Exeter can 
catch a X51 service to Axminster Railway Sta¬ 
tion and take a train from there.

Is fibre broadband really'essential? 


■ I NOTE from your article 
(pg3, last week’s View From ) 
that both a spokesperson for Su¬ 
perfast Dorset and councillor 
Ros Kayes are seeking to max¬ 
imise the uptake of fibre broad¬ 
band in the Bridport and 
Beaminster areas. 

Through government and local 
taxation we have been forced to 
contribute to the provision of 
fibre broadband in these areas 
whether we wished to or not. 

Perhaps the low level of up¬ 
take is because a) an increase in 
the subscription is required - the 
article suggests £10 per month 


(i.e. equivalent to my wine bill 
for one week - which to choose? 
no contest!) and b) because the 
speeds available via existing 
copper wiring (typically 6M 
bits/sec) can easily support both 
Skype and the streaming of 
catch-up television programmes. 

When our taxes were being 
voted to fund Superfast Broad¬ 
band it was described as ‘essen¬ 
tial infrastructure like water, 
electricity and gas’. 

My property has mains water 
(it was ‘lucky’ to lie on the route 
of a water main laid from Broad- 
windsor to Blackdown). 


I am told that the mains elec¬ 
tricity service was connected in 
1993... at a cost to the resident at 
the time of £12,000. 

And I am still without the ‘es¬ 
sential’ mains gas. So why have 
our taxes been used to provide 
faster broadband which doesn’t 
seem to be a very high priority 
amongst the electorate and not 
to extend the coverage of mains 
gas which I confidently predict 
would achieve a far higher take 
up?

Successful open day for Mountjoy School 


THE Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance can now 
offer a new life-saving service to residents, who can 
now receive blood transfusions at the scene of the in¬ 
cident. 

A collaboration between the charity, Dorset County 
Hospital, Devon Freewheelers - volunteers who de¬ 
liver blood, samples and medication to hospitals - 
the South Western Ambulance Service NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust (SWASfT) and the Henry Surtees Foun¬ 
dation - which aims to help people with brain or 
physical injuries caused by accidents - has resulted 
in patients now being able to receive blood products. 

Bill Siverwright, Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance chief executive officer, said: “To the lay per¬ 
son, the decision to carry blood in the ambulance 
seems very straightforward. 

“However, in reality, it takes an enormous amount 
of careful consideration and detailed planning by a 
number of organisations to make it happen. 

“Bringing together the experience and expertise of 
the air ambulance, Dorset County Hospital, SWASfT 
and Devon Freewheelers and the generous support 
of the Henry Surtees Foundation, epitomises what 
can be achieved through good collaboration. The 
whole really is much more than the sum of its parts 
and our patients will bear witness to that in the years 
to come.” 

Emergency blood transfusions are usually given to 
patients who suffer life-threatening bleeding caused 
by major trauma or acute medical conditions. 

Around 40 per cent of trauma deaths are due to 
bleeding, so being able to carry and administer blood 
products to these patients before they go to hospital 
could be a matter of life or death. 

In a bid to ensure that patients in extremis have 
enough blood to keep them alive until they reach 
hospital, Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance will 
carry four units of O type red blood cells, unlike 
many others who only carry two. 

A further development is that ‘Freeze Dried 
Plasma’ will also be carried by Dorset and Somerset 
Air Ambulance from June. 


The charity reported that experience from the mil¬ 
itary suggests that if a patient is bleeding to death, 
they should receive both ‘packed red cells’ - which 
carry oxygen - and ‘plasma’ - which carries the clot¬ 
ting factors to help stop the bleeding. 

The transfusion laboratory at Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital provides the air ambulance with four units of O 
type blood every 48 hours, which is delivered by mo¬ 
torcycle charity Devon Freewheelers. 

If it is unopened after the 48 hours it will be collected 
by the Devon Freewheelers and taken back to Dorset 
County Hospital where it will be reissued and used. 

Dr Ian Mew, consultant in anaesthetics and inten¬ 
sive care medicines on behalf of Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital, said: “Providing blood for the Dorset and 
Somerset Air Ambulance critical care team to give 
at the roadside is something that we are particularly 
proud of. 

“Our blood transfusion staff have worked very 
closely with the charity over the past year, installing 
specialist equipment in the laboratory and develop¬ 
ing processes to ensure the blood is kept according 
to very strict criteria whilst on the helicopter. 

“For the past three years, three of our consultants 
have been flying with the air ambulance and have 
been providing training for the critical care para¬ 
medics. 

“By combining this with the provision of blood, 
Dorset County Hospital is proud to be making a dif¬ 
ference to the wider community and looks forward 
to working with the charity to provide life-saving 
care into the future.” 

The set up costs of the project were covered by the 
Henry Surtees Foundation and totalled nearly 
£18,000. 

They offered further support by agreeing to cover 
the leasing costs of a 4x4 vehicle, which is being 
used by the Devon Freewheelers as an additional re¬ 
source to deliver and collect the blood.

It's the need for people to get items authenti¬ 
cated to find out whether they're real or not. 
This is normally for two reasons: one because 
they are selling it because they're skint, and the 
other because they've had it for a very long 
time, it has a fantastic family story and they 
want to know whether the stories about it are 
true or not.

HOW DID YOU BECOME A FAKES AND FORGERIES EXPERT? 

I think it found me rather than I found it. To be 
honest, if I gave you a list of things I'm rubbish 
at, we'd be here all afternoon. Everyone's good 
at something; sometimes that skill is useless, 
and sometimes you turn out to be Andy Mur¬ 
ray and the skill is very useful. But for me, it's 
always been this, from a very early age. It's ar¬ 
rogant to say I knew what I was looking at, but 
I did have a feel for it. There are a lot of people 
who do what I do from an antiques point of 
view, but I sort of slipped into the fakes and for¬ 
geries side, which I found interesting. It's paid 
the bills ever since. I couldn't imagine not

We were asked to authenticate a pair of cuf¬ 
flinks that Neil Armstrong had owned, he'd re¬ 
ceived them from the then President of the 
United States, Richard Nixon.This guy's grand¬ 
dad had been given them by Armstrong be¬ 
cause he was a chef at one of the presidential 
dinners for astronauts. He'd told the story for 
many, many years and was a bit of a celebrity 
because of it. 

WOW... 

Yeah. He held his grandfather in high esteem, 
so even though these cufflinks, if real, could be 
worth half a million pounds, it was more about 
the sentimental side and carrying on the re¬ 
spect for his grandfather's fabulous history. He 
brought them to us and started talking about 
his grandfather, and he was in tears. It made 
great telly, but he also genuinely adored this 
man, so we had a difficult thing of finding 
out the truth, but also being very delicate 
about delivering any information.

DO YOU HAVE ANY TIPS FOR COLLECTORS? 

When it comes to antiques, it's very different 


from learning about anything else. I'm not 
likening myself to being a surgeon, but you 
couldn't be a surgeon without having done 
surgery. And I think doing antiques is similar 
purely for that reason - you can't learn about 
items from a book because it's about feel, 
weight, taste, smell, all those kind of things. So 
if people really want to learn about antiques, 
turn off the television - not our show, of course 
- stop Googling everything, go to antiques fairs 
and centres, go to museums, auctions, get 
amongst it, get up close and handle stuff, get 
a feel for them.

The cake was created in conjunction with 
local cheese makers Ford Farm to give it a

unique cheese based theme and flavour. 

Ford Farm’s creative consultant, Tanys 
Pullin, helped the children to craft a specta¬ 
cle worthy of winning the trip to Bucking¬ 
ham Palace. 

The cake was made up of several tiers of 
Ford Farm cheese, including a giant Coastal 
Cheddar base, which was hand-pressed by 
the children, and a cave aged cheddar layer 
was transported to the Wookey Hole Caves 
for maturing by the children. 

One layer, a fruit cake, was baked and iced 
by the children in the school.

"I keep food as simple as possible, with dishes such as Middle Eastern sweet 
potato salad, wild rice citrus and roasted radish salad, and beetroot burgers," 
she explains. 

As for the settings: "I like a casual, informal look, with cutlery in kilner jars, 
so people can help themselves. My favourite tablecloth is white, with

FEW tribute bands can genuinely claim to have a gen¬ 
uine rock star in its ranks.

A Ridgeway Inspired 
Visual Art Exhibition 


A BRAND new art exhibition inspired by the South 
Dorset Ridgeway and commissioned by Artsreach 
has been touring throughout Dorset this summer 
and will visit two final venues in July, accompa¬ 
nied by some exciting traditional craft workshops 
for adults and families to enjoy. 

Stretching parallel to the coast, from Broadmayne 
in the east to Kingston Russell in the west, is a broad 
ridge of chalky downland, capped by acid gravels 
at Black Down, known as the South Dorset Ridge¬ 
way. With a steep escarpment on the south and a 
gently sloping landscape to the north, some 14 
square miles within this landscape area feature at 
least 500 earthworks, showing evidence of man's 
occupation of the land since prehistoric times. 

Featuring commissioned works from six local 
and national artists, plus brand new music by ris¬ 
ing folk stars Ninebarrow, 'Field Days' officially 
opened in Litton Cheney at the beginning of April 
and was accompanied by leatherwork and willow 
weaving workshops. Following a time at Walford 
Mill Craft Centre in East Dorset, the exhibition 
moves back to West Dorset in July where it will be 
on display at Martinstown Village Hall from July 
9th-1 Oth, and finally at The Kingcombe Centre in 
Toller Porcorum from July 22nd-24th. 

Artists Dan Bendel, Sarah Butterworth, Isla 
Chaney, Tessa Farmer, Susan Kinley and Amanda 
Wallwork have each created the Field Days exhibits 
in a variety of mediums, from mirrors, light boxes 
and paintings, to carvings, cartoons and sculp¬ 
tures, each responding to the archaeology, geol¬ 
ogy and ancient myths and legends of the South 
Dorset Ridgeway. As part of the Field Days project, 
award winning folk duo Ninebarrow have also 
written and recorded three new contemporary 
songs inspired by the area, which will be available 
to hear at the exhibition. A selection of works by 
Bill Crumbleholme, a potter with a passion for an¬ 
cient pottery and Neolithic and Bronze Age tech¬ 
niques, will be displayed alongside the exhibition. 

Alongside the exhibition at Martinstown, the An¬ 
cient Wessex Network bring The History Village to 
the village green from 11 am-4pm on Saturday, July 
9th. Visitors can enter the ancient village and see a 
huge variety of authentic and traditional activity, 
plus have a go at a variety of crafts including beaker 
pottery, bronze casting, Faience bead and Viking 
jewellery making. Then at the Kingcombe Centre, 
Dr Simon Timberlake of Cambridge Archaeology 
Unit will lead workshops in Tin & Copper Smelting 
on July 23rd and Bronze Casting on July 24th. 

Entry to the exhibition and History Village is free 
but opening times vary. Smelting and casting 
workshop places are limited and so must be 
booked at £35pp.

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5 TIPS FOR ALTERNATIVE HEATING SYSTEMS 


1. HEAT pumps are one environmentally 
friendly way to heat your home. Ground or air 
source heat pumps are most popular, as water 
source heat pumps aren't practical unless you 
have a lake, river or stream in your garden. 
Ground source heat pumps extract warmth 
from the earth and use it to heat your home 
or hot water. The (above-ground) pump is 
connected to a series of pipes (the ground 
loop) buried in the garden and can be used all 
year round, although you may need a back-up 
heating system in winter. 

2. Air source heat pumps take heat from the 
air outside and use it indoors. They're either 
air-to-air pumps, which produce warm (and 
also cool) air and circulate it through fans, or 
air-to-water pumps, which supply your 
home's (wet) central heating system. Air 
source heat pumps can be less effective when 
it's colder than -5C, so another form of heating 
again may be necessary in winter. 

3. If your home is heated by radiators, they 
won't get as hot with a heat pump as they 
would with a boiler - you'll need to have them 
on for longer or replace them with more pow¬ 
erful ones. The perfect partner for a heat 
pump is wet underfloor heating because both 
work at lower temperatures, but this type of 
underfloor heating isn't particularly easy to 
retrofit. 

4. Biomass boilers are another eco heating 
option, ideal if you want to reduce your car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions and have access to a 
regular supply of wood. These boilers burn 
wood chips, pellets or logs and can be used 
for central heating and hot water. The Energy 
Saving Trust (www.energysavingtrust.org.uk) 
says that an automatically fed pellet boiler for 
an average home costs £9,000-£21,000, in¬ 
cluding installation, so it's not cheap. How¬ 
ever, if you replace an older gas heating

system with a biomass system, you could save 
up to £360 a year, or up to £990 a year com¬ 
pared to an old electric heating system, ac¬ 
cording to the Trust. 

5. If you want to generate your own electric¬ 
ity and have a sunny roof or wall, solar photo¬ 
voltaic panels are worth considering, but you 
could fit solar thermal panels, which heatyour 
home's water, instead. According to the En¬ 
ergy Saving Trust, installing a typical solar 
water-heating system costs around £3,000- 
£5,000, but the savings you make will be mod¬ 
erate. As well as the solar panels, you'll need a 
boiler or immersion heater to give you addi¬ 
tional hot water and sometimes make the 
water heated by the panels hotter, especially 
in winter. You may also have to change your 
boiler and hot-water cylinder to ones compat¬ 
ible with the panels.

DESPITE a finel 1th place finish in 
the recent Pirelli Carlisle Historic

Blake progressing 
after heel injury 

PAUL BLAKE celebrated 
his selection for the Sep¬ 
tember’s Paralympics in 
Rio last week by confirm¬ 
ing that his niggling heel 
injury has virtually disap¬ 
peared to the point that he 
was running a 200m race 
at Exeter last night. 

“It’s great news; it’s pretty 
well healed up now.” 

Blake, the IPC World 
champion and double Lon¬ 
don 2012 Paralympic 
medallist, has been trou¬ 
bled by plantar fasciitis 
and was due to receive ex¬ 
tracorporeal shock-wave 
therapy last week, but it 
was decided that the 
process could delay his re¬ 
turn to fitness even longer, 
and instead was prescribed 
anti-inflammatory tablets 
which appear to have done 
the trick. 

“The swelling has gone 
down, and although it has¬ 
n’t cured the injury com¬ 
pletely, it is 90 per cent 
better. I began training 
again last Friday with a 
fairly intense session and I 
felt no pain after it, which 
is really good. 

“The race at Exeter is 
over 200m just to get the 
legs moving a bit. I just 
want to get back to running 
now.” 

It is a huge confidence 
boost for Blake who hails 
from Charlton Down. 

As the T36 800m gold 
medal winner in Doha last 
autumn, he was one of the 
first 13 names for Rio 
when they were an¬ 
nounced last Wednesday 
and has been buoyed by re¬ 
sults from the IPC Euro¬ 
pean Championships held 
in Grosseto, Italy recently 
where his two biggest ri¬ 
vals were below their best. 

Russian Evgenii Shvet- 
cov won both the 400m 
and 800m but both times 
were slower than Blake’s 
best, with fellow Russian 
Artem Areftev finishing 
behind him.
